Lieutenant Whitwerth; who commands ‘the Képpel ar- 
med brig, was ordered to get ready a faft failing tender of 
his own, to ptoceed td New-York with this intelligence, 
and failed with his difpatches on the 6th, but was chafed in 
again by feven fail. On the 7th at night he made another 
attempt, wherein there is every reafon to hope he was fuc- 
cefsful. 

On the 8th, forty-one fail were difeovered to the fouth~ 
ward of Tybee, plying to windward, the wind being nor- 
therly, as it had beew for fome days palt, drove them to the 
fouthward of this port. 

Major-General Prevoft at Savannah was*immediately ac- 
quainted of their appearance, who went to work, with eve- 
ry exertion, to incréafe thé fortifications of the town. Dif- 
patches were fent to the Hon. Colonel Maitland, who was 
polted with part of the army on Port Royal ifland, and to 
Captain Chritian, of his Majefty’s thip Vigilant, to repair 
to Savannah as foon as poflible, with the troops, fhips and 
gallies there. eR ,
